“I'l not pose so’ long ag that—that—black 
man is in the room. Tou must get him to 
leave if I stay.” 


Fist Fight Seems Imminent. 

Downs was on his feet in an instant. This 
was the first time in the history of the life 
classes at the Art institute that the color 
line had ever been drawn. A half dozen 
other students stood up when Dowhs did. 
They looked at Downs and Downs looked 
at them expectantly. Then with a muttered 
protest Downs walked slowly to and out of the 
door. 

An {nstant later the kimono had been tossed 
away and the work of the life class was on.

HINES CALLED TO

Lumberman and Lorimer Lob- 
byist Summoned to Tell What 
He Knows About ‘Jackpot.’ 


Senate Inquiry Not Stopped by 
House’s Bluff, Hanecy, and 
Erhstein at Springfield. 


WAYMAN SENDS HIS EVIDENCE 


Edward Hines, lumber baron and leader 
of Larimer lobbyiste, will be the first witness 
before the Helm committee of the state sen- 
ate when it reopens its investigation of cor- 
ruption in the last general assembly today 
in Springfield. 

Advices from Springfield last night were 
to the effect that fourteen other Chicago 
millionaires besides Mr. Hines are to be sum- 
moned to tell where the “ jackpot” money 
of the 1900 legislature came from. The m- 
quiry, it was said, has taken an entirely new 
tangent. 

Mr. Hines was subpoenaed in Chicago by a 
special representative of the committee and 
promised to be on hand for examination. 

Mr. Hines, although he has loomed 
through all the grand jury inquiries, criminal 
trials, confessions, indictments, and vindi- 
cations’ which have followed the White en- 
posures almost a year ago as one of the 
principal characters “ behind the scenes” 
when the Lorimer election was staged, has 
never had to testify to under oath the part 
he took. Nor has he ever had to submit to

terms that his lobbying activities were per- 
fectly proper, and, like Broderick and Jan- 
dus, whose tardy contradictiog of Holstlaw 
helped to get Broderick his acquittal, he has 
ascribed his devotion to the junior senator 
solely to personal friendship, untinged by 
any solicitude for the maintenance of the 
high tariff on lumber. 

This action is a blow to the obstructionists 
who have endeavored to limit the scope of the 
committee’s inquiry, and is believed to pre- 
sage a sweeping scrutiny of the legislature 
of 1900 and of the forces which swayed it. 

It is also a decisive answer to the rumor 
that the senate had been bluffed out of 
its contemplated probe by the threat of mem- 
bers of the house to retaliate with an in- 
vestigating committee on the state ad- 


ministration. 
Wayman and Burke Aid. 


The committee has received from State’s 
Attorneys Wayman and Burke all the evi- 
dence unearthed by their grand jury investi- 
gations, has done some independent investi- 
gation of its own, and is fully prepared to 
go ahead and find out how and why and by 
whom was started the fire which for the last 
year has been producing such volumes of 
ugly black smoke. 

The service of a subpœna on Mr. Hines also 
sets at rest reports that if Senators Stanton 
C. Pemberton and John Broderick secured 
verdicts of “not guity’’ from Sangamon 
county juries the inquiry would be aban- 
doned. The committee, it appears, is not sat- 
isfied to accept the verdicts of the jurors. 

Senator Helm, chairman of the committee, 
said last night that the acquittal of State 
Senator John Broderick cuts no figure with 
the progress Of the investigation and that it 
will proceed untrammeled and without quar- 
ter just as though Broderick bad not been 
indicted, or, as far as that goes, that Holst- 
law had not confessed. 

It appears that the entire case starts away 
with quite another theory as to the crooked- 
ness in the last legislature which has not 
been disclosed in any of the prosecutions 
which have been had in Cook or Sangamon 
counties. 

Healy Goes to Capital. 

John J. Healy, attorney for the committee, 
left last night for Springfield. It is er- 
pected that all the inquisitore will be present 
except Senator Diteleon, who will be de- 
tained in Chicago as a member of the Jones 
committee, which is analyzing Cook county 
civil service.

Daring robbers held up a jewelry store 


“ back of the yards” ‘at 4740 South Ashland 


avenue last night and escaped with loot val- 
ued at $5,000, mostly diamonds. 

David Holtz, the proprietor, was in the rear 
of the store at 9 o'clock when he heard the 
crashing of the front window. A brick had 
been hurled through it. George Reichman, a 
watch repairer employed by the jeweler, was 
working at a bench on the other side from 
the window that was smashed. 

Holtz ran to the front door and found it 
was securely fastened by a short stick that 
was thrust through the door handle A man 
stood at the door witha revolver, which he 
pointed at the jeweler, and ordered him to 
se keep ll.“ 

Another man was in front of the broken 
window snatching diamonds and watches 
that were within easy reach. The articles 
were quickly transferred to his overcoat 
pockets. 

Revolver Scares Crowd. 

Several persons who heard the crashing of 
the glass ran to the store. The man with the 
revolver turned the weapon toward them and 
they fled across the street. 

After cleaning out the display win 
which took less than a minute, the robbers 
ran south to Fort; eighth street. A woman 
who was a witness to the holdup pulled the 
stick out of the door and Holts went in pur- 
suit of the men. Ihbey fled west in Forty. 
eighth street, followed by the jeweler and 
several men. 

One of the robbers fired two shots at those 
in pursuit and this had the effect of ending 
the chase. The thieves ran into an alley 
near Paulina street and trace of them was

BUY RAILWAY FO THEIR CLUB 
AND PLAN TO BANISH SMOKE. 


_Midlothian Members to Offer Big Sys- 


tems Example of the Proper Way to 
Electrify Terminals. 


Here is an example for the rafiroads of n.. 
cago. The Midlothian Country club has 
bought a steam railroad two miles in length. 

The club announces in connection with the 
purchase thet it will at once electrify the 
road. The Midlothian is’ perhaps the only 
club in the world to own a raliroad. \ 

In conenction with the change of ownership 
of the Midlothian Country club grounds and 
the little railroad spur two miles in length 
the club has given a trust deed to the Con- 
tinental and Commercial Trust and Savings 
bank to secure a loan of $120,000 for twenty 
years at 5 per cent. 

By the present transaction the club ac- 
quires the ground that it heretofore held 
under a lease, The club paid $60,000 for the 
980 acres of ground and $50,000 for the ra- 
road. It will cost about §15,000 to equip the 
road for electric service. The remainder of 
the loan will be used forimprovements. The 
current used on the road also will be utilised 
for lights in the club buildings.

SHARP TACTICS ARE FUTILE 


Measure, ‘Designed to Protect 


Widows,” Seen as Opportunity 
to Defraud the ignorant. 


PROPOSED “JAM” AROUSES IRE 


Branded as the most vieious piece of leg 
isiation "’ that has been attempted in years, 
an amendment to the Harkin saloon ord- 
nance was biocked in the city council) last 
evening. It had been jammed through com 
mittee and was called up for passage after 
assurances that it would not be. 

The amendment was stamped as a measure 
aimed to place in the hands of the brewery 
interests complete control of the saloon bust- 
ness in Chicago. It was called a plot to per- 
mit the deception and robbery of the ignorant 
saloonkeeper, and the saloonkeeper’s widow, 
It was denounced as an effort of the brew- 
eries to gain possession of $10,000,000 worth 
ot Saloon privileges and create 4 saloon 
cense trust. 

The request for ite passage was forced by a 
strong lobby. At a meeting of the license 
committee in the afternoon Chairman W. F. 
Ryan said it would not be called up. When at 
the opening of the council a score of men re- 
resenting unidentified interests demanded 
that it be submitted to the council for action, 
Ryan's decision wae suddenly reversed. 


„The amendment, 

‘only for the protection of the widows of 
saloonkeepers by giving them the right to 
assign the licenses for their husband's busi- 

ness in event of death without previous dix 
2 of the permit. 

Instead of stopping there, the measure In 
a detailed manner prescribed the method of

“I am told that 46 per cent of the 7.200 
neenses are held by the breweries now,” he 
continued, “and this is the most cunningly 
devised piece of legislation ever framed up 
to give them possession of the other 54 per 
cent.” 

He also reviewed the ease with which « 

ealoonkeeper could be persuaded to sign any 
document presented to him by a brewery 
agent and emphasized their helplessness in 
case they signed assignments to cover in- 
éebtedness and later met the obligation. 

Ald. Snow covered the same ground with 

greater stress upon the possible effect ot as- 
signments now on file, although earlier in 
the day representatives of the law depart- 
ment had given informal opinions that the 
amendment could not affect assignments 
given prior to its passage. 


Danger for Saloon Men. 
“Tt is common knowledge, he seid, “ that 
men engaging in the reta!) liquor business, o. 
a big percentage of them, are men without 


extensive resources to carry on their busi- 


ness. Many of them count upon advances 
from the breweries for their lMoenses, and 
others, in case of financial reverses, turn to 
the breweries for ald, either for loans or for 
credit for their beer. The one means of their 
negotiating such transactions has been the 
\possibility of ‘their aesigning their licenses 
and the right to renewal. 

“ There now are on file 3,500 of such assign- 
ments, practically all of which were given for 
emal loans. The passage of this ordinance 
means that where financial reverses or dif- 
culties have led a man into signing an agsign- 
ment, he will have no claim evemafter he has 
repaid the debt, upon his license. The man 
holding the assignment may go to the coliec- 


tor and receive the license. The colleetor hes 
sme discretion in the matter.“ 


The discussion became scattering and ealls 
for the question brought a vote upon Ald 
Foreman's motion to defer action until the 
collector and the corporation counsel have 
been heard from.

Behind 8 Foot Fence. 


STARTS WIDE INSPECTION. 


Orders Ont Obstructions; Urges Spe- 
cial Fire Signals. 


As a result of the shirtwaist factory fire 
in New York in which over 150 lives were 
lost, State Factory Inspector Edgar T. 
Davies is engaged in an extended inspection 
of Chicago buildings, with a view to pre 
venting the possibility of G similar disaster 
here. 6 

Yesterday he ordered changes in two fac- 
tories—B. Kuppenheimer & Co., 428 Frank- 
lin street, and the Hirsh-Wickwire company, 
Van Buren and Franklin streets. 

At Kuppenheimer’s the inspectors found 
obstructions, such as radiators and tables, 
in the way leading from the workrooms to 
the fire dsecapes. They were ordered removed 
and steps from the floor to the fire escape 
sills were ordered put in. 


Found Working Inside 8 Foot Fence. 
At the other factory employés were found 
working inside a wire fence eight feet high, 


_inclosing a space 85x60 feet. The company 


‘wae ordered to cut an opening in this fence 
next to the fire escape. Under the conditions 
existing it would be, necessary for the em- 
ployés to run around some distance before 
reaching the fire escape in the event of 4 nre. 

Mr. Davies announced that he was going 
to Springfield to put before the legislature 
a bill that will extend fire requirements 
similar to those of Chicago over the entire 
state. 

“Fe want a law that will make ft compulsory 
for owners of buildings to install standard 
fire escapes like the stair fire escapes required 
in Chicago,“ he Said. 


Wants Special Signal System, 

But Gre escapes are only one ot a number 
of requirements for adequate protectian of 
life in factories. There are meny four, five, 
| gix, seven, and eight story buildings, sach 
floor occupied by a separate firm. 

“If a fire starts only the employés of that 
particular floor are warned. There ought to 
be an interchangeable system of signals run- 
ning throughout the building. 

“ Chicago is far in advance of New York 
tm the matter of fire protection, and yet we 
are running grave chances. Good luck has 
favored us in many instances. It is an dut- 
rage to allow big concerns to run with doors 
closed and opening inward, as is done fre-

A man accept- 
ing stepe into a life job, hit promotion de- 
pending on industry, intelligence, and, above 
all, honesty. A deviation from any of these 
rules would not only mean immediate dis- 
missal but also a stain on hip and his entire

family’s bonor which years could not efface. 

A man knows that by accepting even the 
slightest gratuity or currying a small favor 
for rendering a service he would endanger 
and possibly even lose his position and there- 
by become a social outcast. It would’ be 
almost impossible for him to secure any posi- 
tion whatsoever In his own country, and a 
public official deprived of his position for 
valid reasons may just as well commit suicide 
as try to weather the storm of public opinion. 

Not only the man who accepts a bribe in 
performance of his public duty, but also the 
briber is equally guilty before the law, and 
judged alike by public opinion, even if tt was 
merely a futile attempt.

Economical Housekeeping.

P rune Whip. 
HE prune is an ancient fruit. It was 
grown ages ago in the orient. No one 
knows.for how many centuries the 
prune has been raised around Damas- 
cus. The ancient Roman horticulturists 
raised eleven varieties. | 
Some recipes mention the exact number of 
prunes to be used for a pie or for some dainty. 
is is not very definite, as there are nearly a 
dozen classes—nine at least, if not more. They 
are numbered, and in No. 1, the smallest sized 
prune, there are 90 or 92 prunes to the pound. 
In the No. 9 there are 30 to 31 to the pound. 
When prune wh.ps first came into vogue 
they always were baked. Now many people 
make a prune whip and serve it like other 
whips, in sherbet glasses, without cooking 
the ingredients together. : . 
Prune Whip L—Boil twenty prunes until 
tender, remove pits and chop very fine, add 
one-half cup of powdered sugar, whites of 
four eggs beaten to a stiff froth, and one- 
half 5 of more sugar. Stir in the prunes, 
whip all lightly together, put in large ‘dish, 
bake in a moderate oven one-half hour, and 
serve with cream.—Mrs. W. P. McAfee, 2718

Boston, Mass., March 27.—[Special.]—At a 
private session in Pilgrim hall this morning, 
forty-nine members of the Boston Congre- 
gational Ministers’ meeting resolved that the 
“purity of motive” or the “sincerity of 
conscience" of Senator W. Murray Crane of 
Massachusetts in voting against the unseat- 
ing of Senator Lorimer of Illinois was not to 
be questioned. At the same time they con- 
demned the United States senate tor con- 
tinuing Lorimer in its membership. 

In opposition to their usual policy, the Con- 
gregational ministers,excluded the public and 
the press from the meeting. 

The only statement given out in regard to 
the action taken was the following: 


Action of Senate Regretted. 

The Boston Congregationa) minister 
meeting hereby records itself as deeply 
regretting the recent action of the ma- 
jority of the United States senate in re- 
taining in its membership Senator WII 
Mam Lorimer of Illinois, after clear evi- 
dence of serious fraud and bribery at- 
tendant upon his election. We appreciate 
the complexity of the case, but we feel 
that the issue involved is so grave and so 
vitally affects the integrity and the very 
existence of our government and institu- 
tions that the question should have been 
decided on broad ethical rather than on 
closely technical grounds, without the in- 
fluence of party or personal considera- 
tions. 

We feel that in failing to put itself on 
record with commanding emphasis in fa- 
vor of purity of elections, the United 
States senate has lost moral prestige and 
distinctly lowered itself in the respect of 
right-minded citizens. 

In making this decision we do not ques- 
tion the purity of motive or sincerity of 
conscience which animated the junior sen- 
ator from Massachusetts, among others, 
in taking their action.

It has always, however, been a residence of 
the great of the land, and not only figuies as 
such in Doomsday Book, but is known to 
have been the home of Cassiolanus, in thé 
reign of the Roman Emperor Augustus 
Cesar; that is to say, nearly ten centuries 
before the compilation of Doomsday Book 
In Saxon times the manor Cassio formed 
part of the endowment of the abbey of St. 
Albana, which had received it from its founder 
Offa, king of Mercia. On the dissolution of 
the monasteries and religious orders by King 
Henry VIIL, he bestowed the lordship of the 
manor of Cassio, which had meanwhile be- 
come Cassiobury, upon Sir Richard Morri- 
son, whom he had employed in a number of 
diplomatic missions, notably as his ambas 
sador to Emperor Charles V., on which ooca- 
sion he was accompanied by Roger As¢ham. 
the goholar, Latin secretary to Queen Mary 
and to Queen Elisabeth, and who taught their 
brother, King Edward VL, how to write. 

: — 

It was the grandson of Ambassador Morri- 
son, who, dying without male issue, be- 
queathed the palace to his daughter, Eliza- 
beth, wife of the first Lord Capel, and their 
son became the first Earl of Desen of the 
present creation, this earldom having noth- 
ing whatever to do with that of Queen Hliza- 
beth’s famous lover of that title, who was a 
Devereux. 

The Capels were originally London 
merchants, and the first one of any note was 
Sir William Capel, who was lord mayor of 
London in 1503, while his son, Sir Giles Capel, 
distinguished himself so greatly at the battle 
of ems that he was knighted by King Henry 
VIII. 

The first Lord Capel was beheaded by the 
followers of Oliver Cromwell for his loyalty 
to Charles I., and his son and heir, the first 
Capel Earl of Essex. who had inherited Cassi- 
obury from his mother, met with an equally 
tragic end. Having been lodged in the tower 
of London on the suspicion of being con- 
cerned with the celebrated Lord Russell in 
the so-called “ fanatic plot,” he was found 
there one morning with his throat cut, no- 
body knew by whom. Among his visitors at 
Cassiobury prior to his imprisonment was 
John Evelyn, so famous for his memoira, 
which contain a description of hig stay there. 


„ 

The fifth Earl of Essex of the present line 
tore down the entire house and caused it to be 
rebuilt in 1800 by James Wyatt, architect 
of the Fonthill abbey of Beckford, and of 
the restoration of Windsor castle. Wyatt 
seems to have taken Tennyson's lines, 

Round the cool green courts there ran a row 

Of cloisters, brariched like mighty woda, 

Behving all night to the sonorous flow 

Of spouted fountain floods, 


for his inspiration in laying out the present 
Cassiobury. It stands on high ground, front- 
ing to the west, over a downward sweep of 
the broad park, to where the lazy river Gade 
and the neat canal run side by side The 
state apartments are on the south side look - 
ing out upon the dark cedars, that shade one 
of those lawns, such as one only sees in ng- 
land, in gardens and parks that have been 
in existence for many centurſes. Along the 
east side are the private rooms, also opening 
on to lawns, while the north side ot the quad 
rangle holds the kitchens, the servants’ 
quarters, and the great clock tower. 


oe 
Among the features of this beautiful manor, 


or rather castle, are the series of cleisters | 


around the inner quadrangle, and the gardens, 
as well as a superb avenue of ancient trees, 
the whole laid out by that celebrated land- 
scape gardener, Le Notre, the creator of the 
gardens and park of Versailles. This fifth 
Earl of Essex, the author of the Cassiobury 
of today, married as his second wife, at the 
age of over 80, the famous ballad singer and 
actress, Kitty Stephens, of the ThéAtres 
Royal, who died as dowager countess, unver- 
sally beloved and respected, some forty years 
ago, and whose beautiful memorial in the 
neighboring church of Watford bears the in- 
scription: — 


Rest undisturbed within this peaceful shrine, 
Till angels wake thee with a note like thine. 

Contrary to general belief, she left no chil- 
dren, and the fifth earl was succeeded by 
his nephew, grandfather of the present and 
seventh earl. 

The latter served for a time in the Grenadier 
guards, and has been twice married, his first 
wife having been Miss Harford, mother of 
his son and heir, Lord Malden, formerly an 
officer of the Seventh Hussars, and married 
to à pretty woman with little or no money. 
The eafl’s second wife is, as I have stated 
above, Adele Beach Grant of New York, who 
Was a conspicuous member of the late King 
Edward's set, and was formerly engaged to 
be married to the late Earl Cairns, familiarly 
known as Gumboil,’’ but broke off the match 
on the eve ot the wedding, and arter the com- 
pletion of the trousseau, owing to hig pre- 
posterous demands for pecuniary ane 
upon himself. 

— 


Cassiobury is within easy motoring dis- 
tance of London. Indeed, an ideal suburban 
home, the stately park embracing nearly a 
thousand acres, and has frequently been let 
to rich ministefs of the crown whose cabinet 
and departmental duties necessitated their 
being much in London, despite their predi- 
lections för country life. Indeed, Cassiobury 
has been rented to strangers almost unin- 
terruptedly since Miss Adele Beach Grant 
married Lord Essex, owing to the faet that 
neither she nor her husband are rich enough 
to retain the place in their own hands or to 
keep it up. 

They had hoped at one time to benent 
largely under the will of the late Lady Meux,

Chicago, March 21.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—Having noticed what good re- 
sults are obtained through your columns, I 
desire to make one more appeal, thinking 
— perhaps in this way something may be 


For a period of three years I have been 
traveling on the Halsted street line, south 
to Forty-second street, and I cannot find 
words to describe the treatment that pas- 
gengers on this line are subjected to. 
| In the morning I have waited as long as 
fifteen to twenty minutes, and upon inquir- 
ing as to whether there was a delay, I was 
told the cars were running regularly. Some- 
times I would wait ten minutes, and then 
two “through routes would come, one 
after the other. If, ufifoftunately, one 
misses them, it is another wait of ten min- 
utes orso. This morning I waited at O’Neil 
from 8:15 to 8:30, which is a most usual 
occurrence. Upon inquiring whether the 
car was late, I was informed that it was 
running regularly. Why have two cars run- 
ning together when it could be arranged to 
have them run three to five minutes apart?

In a communication dated March 28 the 
same writer says: 

“ Yesterday morning I waited fifteen min- 
utes At Twenty-second and Halsted, from 
8:05 to 8:20 before a through car came along. 
This morning I was at Twenty-second and 
Halsted at 8:10, and not seeing a car in sight 
I walked south to O’Neil, thinking that per- 
haps I may make the O’Neil going south. It 
was 8:25 before I boarded a car. There were 
about twenty people waiting for that car 
yesterday and quite a few this morning.“ 


The Friend of the People begs to report 
as follows: 

O Neil 3 .—— le the connecting point ot 
the Chicago Ra company's lines and those 
of the 8 ay Railway company, is 4 thou- 
sand feet south of where the correspondent lands 
on finishing her trip from the west. In order to 
reach her place of business at Forty-second street 
and Halsted street she is dependent upon route 24, 
coming from the north. Thus, with only one trans- 
fer she reaches her destination. Otherwise she 
boards a local Halsted street car, gets a transfer, 
rides 1,000 feet, gets off, boards another local car 
and ig on her way. This undoubtedly ie most an- 
noying and inconvenient. She says she has waited 
fifteen or twenty minutes In the morning about 
8:06 o’clock for a through route car. The City 
Rallway company says that these ears run three 
minutes apart at that hour. Gaturday morning 
The Friend of the People, watch in hand, tabbed 
the south dound route 24 cars and found they ran 
as follows: 7:66 7:68, 7:80, 8:01, 8:12, 8:16, 8:17, 
8:20. 8:25, 8:80. 

These figures do not agree completely with either 
side of the argument. They show intervals of 
two. one, two, eleven, three, two, three, five, five 
minutes. Four of these are under, three areabove, 
the schedule. ahd two agree with the schedule. 
But the through fotite cars making longer trips, 
are herder to keep on schedule than the short 
haul cars. They encounter more obstacles to fast 
tims than the latter do. 

The Friend of the People spent an hour and 3 
half, 5 to 6:30, one night at Forty-second and Hal- 
sted, watching the north bound cars, which the 
correapondent had said were irregular and crowded. 
In that time twenty-five through route cars went 
north, the average interval being about three and 
three-quarters minutes. The longest interval was 
seven minutes: and in several instances two cars 
came on together. In all that time there was but 
one car in which more than two persons were stand- 
ing. In most there were Many seats. At the 
morning watch there were several care packed; 
others were only comfortably filled. 

On à trip south, at Madison street at 4:15 p. m., 
there were twenty persons standing on a route 24 
car. Before the car reached Twenty-seoond street 
the passengers were packed in a manner almost in- 
decent. Men and women leaving tile car actually 
fought their way out. 

The interval from Twenty-second to O’ Neil street 
is 800 feet over the transfer requirements, and offi- 
clals of the City Railway company say that it is 
a favorite location for transfer frauds. This is 
the reason that the transfer point is placed at 
Twenty second street.

Convicted Banker Morse Also 
Must Serve Term in Prison.

John R. Walsh, the former Chicago banker, 
who is serving a five year sentence in the 
federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kas.

The appeal for a pardon for Charles W. 
Morse, the former New York banker, who is 
serving a fifteen year bentence in the peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta. Ga., has met a similar 
fate. President Tuft, after perusal of the 
records and recommendations of the a:tor- 
ney general, decided that neither Walsh nor 
Morse entitled to executive clemency 
at this : 


Clemency Opposed: by Wickersham. 

The recommendations of Attorney General 
Wickersham were adverse to the granting 
of a pardon or a commitation of sentence at 
this time to either Walsh or Morse. 

It is a matter of common knowledge in off 
cial circles that extraordinary pressure was 
brought to bear in high quarters in an effort 
to obtain a decision favora ble to both Walsh 
and Morse. This préseure was of a character 
that is commanded only by the most influen- 
tial. malefactors, and the apparent idea that 
favors might be gained for aristocratic crim- 
inals through influence which could not be 
exerted by common offenders is known to 
have angered. several members of the ad- 
ministration. | 

The attorney genersl’s recommendations 
are said to make it clear that both Walsh 
and Morse had fair trials and were con- 
victed of wrecking national banks with which 
they were conmected. To grant a pardon 
‘would be to say that the offender is not guilty 
of the crimes of which he was convicted. 


False Reports of Sufferings, 

The question of commuting the sentence 
resolved itself into a’ determination of the 
sufficiency of punishment and of the physical 
condition of the prisoners. The decision was 
that senténée in neithef case was too harsh a 
punishanent of the crime.

A passion for speculating in stocks and 
betting on horee races is said to have been 
the cause of the downfall of Ignatius J, 
Chileski, the Polish attormey, who has dis 
appeared with more than §7,000 of the funds 
of the Polen Building, Loan and Investment 
association and large sums of money belong- 
ing to his clients. 

A number of new names was added to the

The latter 10 
waid to have lost §2,0uu, and the former, whose 
husband is a captain in the Chicago fire de- 
partment, intrusted about 38,000 to Ohileski 
shortly before he cisappeared. 


Fire Oaptain Heavy Loser. 

The Kopetos probably are the heaviest in- 
dividual losers through the disappearance of 
the attorney, for Capt. Kopeto will be held re- 
sponsible for at least one-half of the sum 
Chileski held from the building and loan asso- 
ciation. 

Friends and relatives of the missing man 
sald yesterday that Chileski never had had 
any bad habits except gambling and speculat- 
ing. He neither drank nor smoked. But his 
penchant for risking his money on cards and 
racea landed him im trouble several years age 
with a bookmaker, who, after the attorney 
had lost heavily, accused Chileski of attempt- 
ing to blackmail him. 

It is asserted by the relatives of Chileski 
that he had a lucrative practice among his 
countrymen, as he was looked on ae an ex- 
pert on real estate titles. They fail to offer 
any reason for his shortage other than the 
theory of gambling. 


Got Money to Pay on Farm.

Country 
institutions for the latter reason have in- 
creased their balances with their reserve 
agents.

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| WOULD PUT BACK WEST RATES 


Missouri River Case Again Heard | 
by Interstate Board. 


DISPUTE SUPREME COURT. 


Want Sum of Local Schedule for the 
Seale. 


A complete rehearing’ of the famous Mis- 
souri river rate case, in which western rall- 
roads are seeking to restore rates between 
the Mississippi and the Missouri rivers re- 
duced by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, was taken up yesterday by Commis- 
sioner E. E. Clark in the rooms of the Cen- 
tral Freight association. The case affects 
many western cities. 

Traffic officials of some principal western 
railroads sought to explain to the commis- 


‘sion why they should advance their rates to 


the schedules in effect before the issuance 
of the commission’s order of two years ago. 

The Missouri river rate case has been be- 
fore the courts and the commission forover 
three years. The railroads still are persisting 
in the face of adverse Supreme court de 
vision. Op tion of the roads, in addition 
to the loss of revenue involved, mainly ig 
against the principle established that through 
rates shall be less than the sums of the 
locals. 


Cut Down Rate Nine Cents. 

The commission set a scale of rates between 
the rivers on the basis of 51 cents per 100 
pounds for first class traffic in place of the 
60 cent scale previously charged by the roads. 
The commission's rates applied only to 
through traffic, leaving the 60 cent scale for 
local rates, while the railroads claimed the 
through rate should be made up from the sum 
of the locals, as two separate sets of roads 
were involved. The commission’s reduced 
rates now are being collected by the roads. 

The importance of the case to the roade wae ex- 
plained by W. H. Hosmer, chairman of the Western 
Trunk line committee, who said that on the traffic 
moving in July and November reductions would 
amount to $40,654. Roads also fear the prin- 
ciple will be extended to other rates, he said, re- 
suiting in a general reduction in all through rates 
below the sums of the locals, and giving an ad- 
vantage over all intermediate cities to the ter- 
minal: points. 


Clarke Temporary Gould Line Head. 


C. 8. Clarke, first vice president of the Missauri 
Pacific-Iron Mountain system, Is to be acting 
executive of the system, it authoritatively is an- 
nounced, ‘until a successor is chosen to George J. 
Gould as president. At an annual meeting on 
March 31, Mr. Clarke made the following state- 
ment to the directors: 

“As it is your expressed wish that for the 
present I continue at St. Louis as resident exeru- 
tive, in charge of the company’s affairs, I feel 
it my duty to comply, and until such time ae 
you perfect an executive organization, I Will 
give my beet efforte and do all I can to 
hold the organization together, thus continuing 
cordially, and I trust effectively, my efforts of 
the past six weeks. For more than six months 
my resignation has been in the hands of the 
chairman of the executive committed, as Mr. 
Gould knows.“ 

The annual election of officers of the Traffic 
club will be held this evening at the clubroéms 
in the La Salle hotel. Frank P. Eyman, asaist- 
ant freight traffic manager of the Northwestern, 
is the nominee for president.
